ployees before they are serious and 
while they can referred for early 
and adequate treatment; and (2) the 
Occupational environmental compo- 
nent which concerns itself primarily 
with specific environmental job haz- 
ards (such poison oak 
Measurements these hazards, and 
the development means avoid 
them. Public health nursing services, 
industrial nursing services, industrial 
safety engineering are some the 
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services which comprise these two 
basic components. 


Berkeley’s Occupational Health 
Program for Employees 


July the City Berkeley 
will begin organized occupational 
health program for its city employees. 
This program, which has been devel- 
oped jointly between the Departments 
Public Health and Personnel, will 
housed and operated the De- 
partment Public Health. Berkeley 
has been and carrying activities 
usually accepted occupational 
health practice, such pre-employ- 
ment physical examinations, annual 
physical examinations for firemen and 
policemen, and safety committee. 
has only been during the last several 
months, however, that organized 
approach what could called 
occupational health program has 
been discussed seriously definitely 
planned, and finally approved the 
city manager and the city council. 
should not assumed that our pro- 
gram will the first. have been 
able learn from other municipal 
occupational health programs already 
operation, particularly that the 
City San Jose. 

interesting note that both 
municipal and county governments, 
which often constitute one the 
largest service industries the com- 
munity, have been slow provide 
health programs for 
their employees. Private businesses 
and industries comparable size 
have been developing for several 
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years comprehensive programs de- 
signed protect and promote health 
and prevent disease and disability 
among their employees. One the 
important reasons for the interest 
private business such programs has 
been their soundness. Not 
only they help the employees 
happier and healthier, but they 
have also resulted savings from 
decreased workmen’s compensation 
costs, lower insurance premiums, and 
diminished absenteeism. Economic 
soundness should obviously just 
appealing local governments. 


Health Role 


Berkeley feel strongly that 
our health department has impor- 
tant role play such program 
because: (1) are the only depart- 
ment skilled and trained health 
matters attached the city govern- 
ment and therefore have obliga- 
tion assist all other departments 
with their health problems, and (2) 
cannot expect successfully con- 
vinee the private industries and busi- 
nesses not now engaged these es- 
practice what preach. Therefore, 
strongly urge public health depart- 
ments show direction and leader- 
ship the development occupa- 
tional health programs for municipal 
county governmental units 
which they are part. 


Three Parts Program 


Our program has three principal 
parts its beginning. These are: (1) 


‘ 
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physical examinations before employ- 
ment, after more than three days’ ab- 
sence from illness, annually for police- 
men, firemen, and all over 45, and 
every three years for other employees 
under 45; (2) detection disease 
conditions early their course, re- 
ferral for early care, and education 
the need for early and prompt treat- 
ment; and (3) investigation into, con- 
sultation about, and prevention 
health hazards the job, particu- 
larly those related preventable 
disease. 
Physical Examination 


The standards established for the 
physical examination are far the 
most important aspects physical 
examination program. The armed 
have demonstrated this fact 
conclusively. The extraordinarily high 
physical standards jet flier, for 
example, are established such 
way that any physician, adequately 
trained and oriented the method, 
the actual examination. Like- 
wise, within municipal government, 
department heads and program direc- 
tors can work with the physician 
determine exactly what specific set 
physical qualities are necessary ac- 
complish given job. This sets 
standard for the physical examination 
and produces the kind employee 
the department wants. Even more 
importantly for the employee, such 
method the only way which 
persons with physical handicaps can 
safely and intelligently hired. For 
physician determine the neces- 
sary standards alone for the em- 
ployer expect the physician 
without knowledge the jobs 
done poor medical service and 
wasteful personnel practice. 


Early Detection 


The necessity remain excel- 
lent physical condition for firemen 
and policemen requires that they 
examined least annually. The neces- 
sity for regular physical examination 
other employees may ap- 
parent. After age particularly, de- 
generative diseases begin their insidi- 
ous and devastating destruction, and 
sickness and absenteeism tend in- 
praisal for these persons, well 
for those under 45, simple, inex- 
pensive means added a.good physi- 
cal examination can detect many 


these problems early while they may 
easily and inexpensively treated. 
Therefore, much earlier referral 
physicians for medical care pos- 
sible which will decrease time away 
from work well decrease early 
deaths and retirements. possible 
for such obvious problems 
diabetes, glaucoma, certain kinds 
cancer, heart disease, kidney disease, 
and others. thorough appraisal 
persons returning work after 
absence more than three days will 
assure the city and the employee that 
the employee really able return 
work and will the same time 
tend decrease unnecessary absences. 
Additionally, there are often prob- 
lems, which seem very minor except 
those who worry about them the 
job, which need answers medical 
person. Having regular place 
seek this kind information will 
more definitely assure its being 
sought. 


Prevention Health Hazards the Job 


Specific job hazards must looked 
for and prevented, such poisoning 
plant sprays, injuries construc- 
tion and garbage workers, safety 
problems among drivers, tetanus 
among firemen, tuberculosis among 
policemen, ete. All other similar prob- 
lems can looked for and likewise 
prevented only their prevention 
part planned program. Helping 
employee remain healthy 
much cheaper than having him ill. 
Needless say, any employee hap- 
pier and can work more effectively 
when stays healthy. 


Municipal and county governments, 
therefore, should become interested 
developing organized, integrated oc- 
cupational health programs because 
such programs will assist the person- 
nel department placing employees 
the jobs they are most capable 
filling; will decrease health hazards 
the jobs themselves; will help em- 
ployees remain healthier and 
tion more effectively; and will, inci- 
dentally, save the taxpayers money.

PROJECT THROUGH MASS SCREENING FOR GLAUCOMA*

The main purpose this article

When the Orange County Health 
Department was first approached 
the possibility glaucoma day dem- 
onstration the summer 1956, our 
reaction was one fear and trepida- 
tion. Glaucoma was entirely for- 
eign subject most our staff. 
also felt that our already crowded 
ealendar would strained were 
attempt this seemingly cumber- 
some project. With the aid the 
California Chapter the National 
Society for the Prevention Blind- 
ness and the State Department 
Public Health planning and con- 
ducting Day, there was 
necessity for curtailing any ongoing 
programs the health department. 

assist the staff becoming fa- 
miliar with this subject matter one 
our regular staff meetings Sep- 
tember local ophthalmologist gave 
detailed explanation the disease 
and demonstrated how may de- 
tected. The tests utilized glaucoma 
were relatively simple pro- 
and had been used mass 
basis many areas the 
United States and several com- 
munities California. 


Planning Begins 


Approximately six months later the 
medical society approved the 
Day project and committee rep-

Day Arrives 


Orange County’s Day was 
heralded early morning down-

early hour, however, almost wel- 
come the rain. The inclement weather 
seemed natural excuse case 
poor participation the public. 
This seems natural fear expe- 
rienced all who have worked 
this type program where the num- 
ber persons who will follow through 
even appointments doubt. 


quick mental review the plan- 
ning, however, indicated that 
should have fair turnout despite the 
rain. Over 800 appointments had been 
received from individuals from Santa 
Ana, Tustin, and Orange area, many 
which were phone-in responses 
news release. Over 1,500 service 
club members had also heard speeches 
glaucoma our local ophthal- 
mologists. many these 
did not make appointments, they 
were aware the date and location 
the glaucoma screening program. 
Our facilities the health and wel- 
fare buildings were quite adequate 
house large number persons. 
Members the Medical Association 
Auxiliary had been trained the day 
before Snellen tests and assist 
physicians 
Members the Lions Club and their 
wives had volunteered serve 
guides take people from the Health 
Department the Welfare Depart- 
ment Building across the way where 


-the tests were done. 


Other members the auxiliary were 
trained the results the 
tests with each person left. Fur- 
niture and other equipment had been 
delivered and had been set the 
health and welfare buildings. Neces- 
sary drugs were hand and suffi- 
cient number doctors had volun- 
teered serve the expected crowd. 


Good Planning Pays Off 


Any fears lack participation 
were immediately quelled when 
7.30 a.m. the waiting line persons 
was sufficient fill the 150 seats that 
had been reserved for the program. 
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After the initial confusion regis- 
tering and Snellen testing, almost 200 
people witnessed our first film showing 
8.30 am. Later the traffic flow 
smoothed out point where one 
had wait longer than minutes 
and this was used for the film showing 
‘‘Hold Back the Night.’’ the 
completion our glaucoma day ex- 
perience, had screened 1,023 per- 
sons the eight hours operation. 


Most public health are 
aware the tremendous efforts nec- 
essary X-ray over 1,000 persons 
eight-hour day. The process 
registration and X-raying seems 
cumbersome enough discourage 
some participation the public. 
glaucoma screening number ad- 
ditional steps are deemed necessary 
make the project success. Each 
person upon arrival the health de- 
partment was presented with num- 
ber tag insure his place line. 
was then shown the 15-minute 
film, ‘‘Hold Back the Night,’’ after 
which was called number from 
the auditorium for registration. 


Approximately the same informa- 
tion was recorded mass X-raying 
registration. The third step was 
Snellen vision testing, which was also 
recorded the person’s registration 
eard. The last step the screening 
process was measure the pressure 
the eyeball means the tonom- 
eter. All persons leaving the final 
testing were given interpretation 
the findings volunteer health 
educator. The entire procedure from 
start finish averaged less than 
minutes. Among the differences be- 
tween glaucoma screening and mass 
X-raying are the number persons 
that may served the same time 
and the length time required for 
each person. 


Project Worthwhile 


summary, based our single 
experience with this type screen- 
worthwhile project, well within the 
means the average health depart- 
ment. The expense the program 
Orange County was borne the 
local Lions Club, the total cost being 
somewhat under $500. This included 
rental necessary tables, 
lows and other furniture, the pur- 
chase the necessary drugs, and ad- 
ministrative costs. 


The demonstration project pointed 
vast and somewhat new field 
prevention. The disease, glaucoma, 
almost unknown the general popu- 
lation, and yet statistics large 
demonstration 
areas the Country indicate that 
early symptoms glaucoma are pres- 
ent percent the population 
over years age. Another impor- 
tant facet the program was our 
realization that the age group over 
not generally included most 
public health programs. Many the 
people who participated admitted 
frankly that they were pleased 
have program designed specifically 
for them. was big day for many 
the older people who came 
have their eyes tested. large num- 
ber persons came only see 
the film and learn more about the 
disease. 


The enthusiasm the ophthalmolo- 
gists who participated was added 
dividend the entire effort. Many 
these men are discussing the possi- 
bility continuous glaucoma screen- 
ing the communities our county 
and the advisability training gen- 
eral practitioners tonometric test- 
ing for the detection glaucoma. 


Results Screening 


The medical advisory committee 
that reviewed the 1,000 cards follow- 
ing Glaucoma Day reported the fol- 
lowing results: (1) 192 persons were 
referred for more extensive examina- 
tion because abnormal eye pres- 
sures; (2) persons with normal 
pressures were referred for eye ex- 
aminations because less than nor- 
mal vision. this time, the 
192 have completed their follow-up 
and previously unknown cases 
glaucoma have been reported.

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Study Weight and Mortality 
Relationship Reported 


Overweight showed significant 
relationship total mortality 
heart disease mortality 
five-year follow-up 3,992 San Fran- 
cisco Bay area longshoremen. Results 
the study, conducted the Bureau 
Diseases, California State 
Department Public Health, were 
presented the annual ses- 
sion the California Heart Associa- 
tion, May 18th San Diego. Study 
findings are summarized below. 

multiphasic health survey 
1951, which height and 
weight measurements, showed these 
longshoremen were, group, over- 
weight when compared life insur- 
ance standards weight for height. 

The mortality experience for five 
years was collected 1956, through 
welfare plan, health plan and vital 
records. Albuminuria, ab- 
normalities detected chest X-ray, 
high blood pressure and electrocardio- 
gram abnormalities found the time 
the original survey were associated 
with elevated mortality during the 
succeeding five years. Overweight 
showed significant association with 
mortality. 

Although the longshoremen, 
group, averaged percent above life 
insurance standards, they showed 
weight. Even those longshoremen 
percent and more over life insurance 


standards showed excess mortality. 


During the five-year period, 
longshoremen died coronary heart 
disease, however, these men were 
lighter than the average weight 
those examined. Only the 
deaths occurred among those diag- 
nosed having coronary heart dis- 
ease the time the original ex- 
aminations. 

Some the possible explanations 
for this apparent contradiction 
accepted medical fact are: 

The heavy physical labor required 
longshoremen may bring about 
heavy muscular development, simu- 
lating obesity, may have salutary 
effect even the presence consid- 
erable fat. Poor health risks, who also 
happen overweight, may not 
become longshoremen and poor 
health develops the person may 
change occupations thus reducing the 


population risk. Other differences 
between the longshoremen and the 
population whole may also have 
produced the observed lack rela- 
tionship. 

Since this observation extends over 
only five years and limited mor- 
tality, further study under- 
taken. 


Public Polio Program 
Passes Two Million Shots Mark 


Over 2,000,000 inoculations have 
been given the public vaccination 
programs California since Janu- 
ary, 1957. The federal program 
operation since November, 1955, was 
terminated the state program got 
under way. The state program was 
March when national 
shortage vaccine occurred, only 
600,885 were available 
for California during March. The de- 
livery 1,235,151 ec. vaccine 
April improved the picture consider- 
ably. Further deliveries totaling 1,- 
008,450 ec. have been made four 
manufacturers with whom the State 
has contracts. 

Commercial vaccine inventories are 
still inadequate and the supply un- 
certain. Most the limited shipments 
which have been made available have 
come from vaccine placed commer- 
cial channels the request this 
department. 

Forty-three jurisdictions 
State have received all their basic 
allotment state-purchased vaccine. 
Major population areas which have 
not received their entire allotment 
date are: Los Angeles City and 
County, Long Beach, Oakland, Orange 
County, San Diego, and San Fran- 
expected that all areas will 
receive their basic allotments before 
July 

the last week May, manu- 
facturers had delivered 348,883 vials 
state-purchased vaccine into Cali- 
fornia leaving total 129,218 vials 
delivered. Each vial contains 
nine vaccine. 

Between November, 1955, when the 
federal program began and records 
public vaccine were kept, 
and May 1957, 323,879 inoculations 
have been given the State. This 
figure does not include inoculations 
obtained through commercial chan- 
nels. this total, 2,307,134 inocula-

The 
projects, which cover broad areas 
current need, are addition those 
now being financed various agen- 
cies and organizations California 
and throughout the country. All levels 
government, industry, and the 
other organizations concerned with 
air pollution represented have major 
responsibility for least part the 
projects recommended.

Court Rules Against Unapproved 
Schools Teaching Laboratory Tests 


opinion handed down Supe- 
rior Court Judge Lothrop Smith, 
and for the County Los Angeles, 
has upheld the California State 
partment Public Health’s stand 
that unapproved schools shall not 
teach laboratory methods. 

Representatives the California 
Institute Medical Technology and 
the College Medical X-ray and Lab- 
oratory sued the California 
State Department Public Health 
effort have the Clinical Lab- 
oratory Technology Act declared un- 
constitutional, or, constitutional, 
not applicable the plaintiffs the 
operation their respective 
nesses. 

The plaintiffs operate schools 
which students are taught medical 
secretarial procedures, X-ray proce- 
dures and medical laboratory proce- 
dures. They attempt and place 
their graduates doctors’ offices 
medical assistants. Although they 
not purport prepare students for 
licensure under the Clinical Labora- 
tory Technology Act, the laboratory 
techniques taught their schools fall 
within the sciences hematology, bio- 
chemistry and bacteriology. This de- 
partment has maintained that 
unapproved laboratory schools they 
should not teach laboratory methods. 

The court, its findings, has up- 
held this department’s position 
holding that: (1) the act consti- 
tutional; (2) that applies plain- 
tiffs; and (3) plaintiffs are not en- 
titled any relief this action.

Clinical laboratory technology 
vital successful medical and health 
practice. Both hospital and private 
medical laboratories throughout the 
State have reported lack qualified 
laboratory technicians and technolo- 
gists. Colleges and the universities 
have reported that only about half the 
for technology training 
being used because lack student 
applications. 

Among the factors which tend 
make this field less attractive than
